Al- 
thougrh n.v.c. 's^Éis^J' '® "° 
rcprcpentaUvc offTOl^Cbuncil. while 
. ail' other faculties nro represented. 
Since members of ri.V.C. are women, 
they are a'so studen'œ. 

The split in the povcrninB machln- 
erj- results in the loss in unity of pur- 
lioFK.

, New Oriental Club 



'■'riic Old To.stainent Conception of 
Cod" wa-i the topic of an address 
Kivon by Professor Brodic Brock ncll 
at the initial moct'ng of the McGill 
Oriontal Club held In Strathcona 
Hall last evening. 

"Since the Ijeglnnlng ot the Chris- 
tian era," said Profos.sor Broi.kwell, 
"there have been two main pcj-iodH 
Jn the history of the eludy of "the 
Old Testament conception of God, \Ue 
ilrst from llio first century Anno 
Domini up to the li^iit (luarlor of the 
fiighlecnlh ticnlmy, and liio second 
from that tinio to Ihi.:." 

In the first period Jch-.s and Chris- 
tians alike never Miad any doubt that 
the names of God were intended to 
•xprcss pKllo.îophlcal ooncoplions of 
the Pcr.son of '.ioil. .uid down even to 
ftbout J4.10, it waK widely hold that 
tho names of God contained many

Home After Lengthy Trip 



Guests Of Mosary k 
University In Czecho- 
slovakia 

Lectured Before British 
Association In South 
Africa 

That McOiU UnlvcrsUy is iicld in 
great e.'iteoni by tho I'aoulty of 
Marnsyk University was ri-vcalcd by 
Professor K. U. Lloyd on his return 
from a longtliv trip throughout 
Kuropc, Asia Minor, and Africa. Pro- 
fessor Lloyd nttcnded n meeting of 
tho Rrlttsh Association' for Iho Ad- 
vanocment of Solonoo Iti t';ipolowi\ 
and was tho guest ot Marnsyk Uni- 
versity In Czoclio-Siov'akia on his 
way b.tck to Canada. 

•Rcforc leaving last spring. Profess- 
or Lloyd recclvoil an luvllalloii from 
the Ministry of Kducatlon of Ciiocho- 
Slovakla to visit Charles University 
in Prjigue and Marasyk University in 
Brno. JIo wits also asked to give lec- 
tures before theso.two universities. 

Two professors ot Marnsyk Unlvei - 
sil\-, Vladimir Ulohla nnd Vladimir 
Moravck have recently been guests ot 
McGill During their slay her* each ot 
them cooperated with Professor Lloyd 
In research work on the Roll of the 
Cell Wall and on Periodic Precipit- 
ation. Two Joint papers were written 
In both of these subjects. Research 
between Professor Lloyd, Professor 
Ulehia and Professor Moravck Is stiil 
being continued and a great deal of 
work was accomplished while Pro 
fessoir.Lloyd was in Czecho-Slovakia 
It Is expected that the research at 
present under hand will be ctimplctcd 
by nest summer. 

Laettired in Prague 

At Brno, Professor IJoyd was the 
guest of Marasyk University whor« 
he gave two lectures, one before the 
Botanical Society of Brno, the other 
before the Faculty of Marasyk Uni- 
versity. He also gave two lectures in 
Prague, one be.'oro the Botanical 
Society and ' the otlier ■at"~Cha'rIes 
University. 

Pro.'essor Lloyd's visit In South 
Africa was occasioned . by the British 
Society for tho Advancement of 
Science. After attending the meet- 
ings of this Society Professor Lloyd 
spent some time traveling through 
Africa. He visited a point about a 
thousand miles up the west coast to 
study a curious desert plant called 
wclwltschia mirabilis which grows 
abundantly In the desert ot this ro- 
B'lon . 

Making a trip to tho Zambesi River 
and Victoria Palis Professor f.loyd 
found specimens of the mousetrap 
plant or utricularla In which ho l:i 
particularly interested. The species 
which lie found there wn.<i quite dif- 
ferent from the species commonly 
known in this country in that It is not 
entirely subiiierscil in walor. 

Sultan Acted at Host 

When the party, some hundred In 
number, of which Professor - ],loyd 
was one, arrived In Zanzibar. The 
Sultan acted an host to .-ill, siipijlying 
Ihein with llhiT.al entertainment In 
his summer palace for two days.

An altered chemical engineering 
course may be offered to the students 
It arrangements being made at pro- 
sent by the Department ot Chemistry 
are carried through. The relationship 
of tho field of engineering to ciiem- 
Istry will be particular scope o* the 
new arrangement. 

At present a certain amount of time 
la devoted to the lubjects ot chemis- 
try and engineering and lecture 
courses in these subjects are avail- 
able for students. Ko definite course 
that provides Instruction in chemical 
engineering for those wlio wish to 
specialize in - this subject Is at pre- 
sent - offered, witli the result that a 
number o; students find it advisable 
to go elsewhere to obtain thorough 
knowledge and facilities tor advanced 
work. 

Essentially Engineering 

The typo of worlc which will be 
dealt with is distinct from that at 
present taken up in the faiulty of 
applied science under the head of 
chemical engineering. The present 
course is to prepare students for 
positions demanding a knowledge ot 
both chemistry and engineering, giv- 
ing them a knowledgj of chemical 
processes and the installation ot 
chemical unlls as well as an under- 
standing of the construction ot build- 
ings and the installation and operation 
oC mai'liiiKTv.

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THE WOMEN HALT 

OPINIONS was divided al the meeting of the M.W.S.S. yes- 
terday upon the question of a proposal to amalgamate with 
the McGill Siudonts' ^^ocicly. Moreover the women found tlieni- 
selves in a jioslion which is not unknown to the men, that of 
Ibcing unable to obtain a quorum for the General Meeting of the 
Society. According to constitution if there be a petition signed 
by ten women a special meeting may be called. This matter 
has been followed through. 

Technical details seem to be the only issue. Speakers are 
divided as to wlicthpr the Royal, Victoria College is a Faculty at 
McGill or a college incorpornled with McGill. Wo l)plievo tliat 
the latter i.K correct, a similar ."îtatus holding true with regard 
to MacDoiiald jit Si. .Amies. Ncvprlhelcss this .should be no 
hindrance for a.s jirescntly consUluted the McGill Students' So- 
ciety has as members all those students who are registered in 
the Theological Colleges, which arc only affiliated, aiid not in- 
corporated with McGill. This latter fact should be an even 
more conclusive argument in the favour of amalgamation. 

Fear was entertained on Iho part of one .speaker that as 
310W the societies under the M.W.S.S. were very well subsidised 
and were continuing along very favourably, if a change was 
made and all came under the one. these .societies would lose 
monetarily. That seemed to be evading the question for no 
mention was made of those societies in which women partici- 
pated which were sponsored by the McGîll Students' Society 
and received no support from the M.W.S.S. If full responsibil- 
itj' -vvas taken in those affairs then there would not .be such a 
liberal subsidy fcr the purely women activities. It. is because of 
the multiple overlapping activities of men and women that the 
pi'oposal is being made and not because of those societies which, 
even under an amalgamated scheme, would be distinctively for 
the" women. 

jTiere have been in the past attitudes taken by the men 
pc;hich would cause the women to hesitate in a matter of co- 
operation but in the interest of a greater understanding it 
would be better not to rake among the ashes. We hope that 
Avhen the next Prime Minister has a degree conferred upon him 
the allocation of student seatB for the Convocation .ceremony 
will be .iointly in the hands of both men and women.
